A “A NEW YORK JOSS HOUSE. 


’ For sixteen yours the followers of Joo 
Keaou haye been uninterrupted-in their 
meditations on the teachings of Confucius 
in a vory humble way on tho top floor of 
No. 20 Mott strect, says the ‘New York 
Tribune.” In all that time, day and night, 
the odors of burning incense and Chinese 
.tapera, or ‘prayer sticks,” have pervaded 
the room, But it was rumoured Inst week 
in Chinatown that “the groat joss house,” 
by which title this temple of worship is best 
known to visitors and also to the habitues 
of this section of the city, was to be torn 
down or nt Ieust closed for some months 
that the building might he altered. 

There was much unensiness among the 
followers of Joo Kenou for some days, and 
tho number of forms kneeling in the room 
in meditation or rociting te procepts about 
filial piety, brotherly love and virtuous 
living as promulgated hy Confucios, was 
considerably augmonted. ‘If the building 
ia to be torn down whither can we go to 
meilitate 7” they asked ono another in 
subdued tones, as the fumes of incenso 
circled about. thom and carried their 

houghts back to, China and especially to 
Peking, to the Teinple of Heaven thero, 
whore for more than a century, it is sid, 
the -followors of Joo Kenow have been 
undisturbed in their meditations, 

Yesterday, however, there was much re- 
joicing in the Mott street temple, because 
tho attendants there received word from 
Jastrow Alexander, the owner of the build- 
ing, that his plans for improving the great 
joss house and also the three story building 
in the rear and Nos, 11 and 13 Doyers 

treet would he carried out under tho super- 


| vision of Muximilian Zipkes, tho architect, 


without disturbing tho religious sanctuary. 

Mr Alexander is State Inspector of Gas 
Meters, Heintendy to improve the pre- 
mises with an arcado building, extending 
from Doyers stroct to Mott street, which 
will cost 925,000 and remind those who 
have visited Poking of the store buildings 
there. 

On the fucades will bo heads of dragons 
and of strange looking fish, the likes of 


which have never beon caught by truthful . 


fishermen, and which show that Chinn not 
only has numerous street fakera, but many 
nature fakers, Tho work of tearing down 
the Doyers st. building was bogun yestere 
day. On that plot will be erected a threo 


story building. And tho five story atruc-. 


ture in the roar and the Mott st. building 
are-to be-remodelled, so thut there will be 
an areade over the combined parcels. 
Tho areado will have a frontage in Doyers | 
st. of abuut 40 fect, in Mott st. of about 


; 30 feet and o depth of 144 fect. 


There will bo fifteen storeys. At the 
Doyers st. ond of the premises will be a 
Chinese concert hall and .a Chinese 
museum. The arcade will probably 
be known as the Thon, because, at 
No, 11 Doyers st. a nwnber of Mon- 
golinns, who believed in Tnonisin, leased 
in- 1873 the prewises fur use as a temple 
dedicated to ‘Tuon-tsze, who was a 
contemporary of Confucius and the founder 
of their faith.

The persistent remours and the 
actual assassination of ‘high officials 
who are natives of Manchuria, havo set 
the Imperial House.of China in a atate 
of consternation, Of the four Maxchu 
Viceroys and Governors who exercised 
supreme powers in four of the eighteen 
provinces, within the space of barely o 
month, two have been assassinated, 
which beyond the possibility of any 
doubt, tends to show that anarchism 
pravails throughoat the Empire. 
Whatever may bo the result of, this, 
one thing is cartuin ond that isit iso 
step which should prompt the Chinese 
Government to keep the promiso made 
to tho public on the raturn of the 
Travelling Commission that a conatitu- 
tion would bo granted, From latest 
information from the Capital it appears 
that the Empress, under the advica of 
Yuan Shi Kai, bas summened the 
lIinperial family to tho Imperin) 
ancestral temple to have administered 
oaths such as wil) bind’ them one and 
all to the one intention, and that is to 
agrea ton constitutional Government, 
for fear lest Princes should object to 
such a change. With a representative 
Government the Empress expects that 
ali difference between Chinese and 
Manchus will be settled and tho terrors 
which are daily driven into tha hearts 
of high Manchu officials will be stopped, 
Whether euch on expectation can be 
realized or not, the future, after the 
grant of the constitution, will show. In 
a telegram from tho Peking correspond. 
ent of our native saue, the “Chinese 
Mail,” it was stated that Viceroy Yuan 
Shi Kai proposes the Long Yun Yun 
to be the place to deal with all matters 
appertaining to the proposed constitu- 
tion and that Prince Ching be appointed 
head of the Yup. In tho meantime, 
Viceroys Tuan Fang and Shunt Sau are 
frightened out of their wits—both of 
them are Manchus—the former being 
Viceroy of Liangkiang’ and the Jattor, 
Viceroy of tho.

THE SANITARY BOARD. 


Proposed Standing Orders. 


Further correspondence was laid on the 
tablo of the Sanitary Board to-day with 
respect to the proposed now Standing 
Ordos, rt will bo remembered that ihe 
Government suggested that the Board 
make now stauding orders to govern the 
position of members who were " pecuninri- 
ly interested” in property which might 
come before the’Board, Tivo rules were 
drafted up and sont to the Sanitary 
Board, being then returned to tho Govern- 
ment for the opinion of the Attorney 
General on a certain point, They onlers 
have sinco been returned by the Govern- 
ment, with the word '* pecuniary” deleted 
and “beneficially ” used instead, and with 
tho clause requiring «an interested membor 
to leave the room when the question was 
put to tho vote also deleted. 

Mr A. Shelton Hoopor minuted ;--1 still 
maintain that it is outside the province of 
the Board to make even such standing 
orders a8 are now suggested by the Hon. 
tho Coloninl Secrotary. To deprivo a 
member of a vote is not a matter of 
procoduro and on this point tho Board 
asked for the opinion of the Attorney 
Genoral as to its legality. Where is that 
opinion? If the pro osed Standing Orders 

ero passed 1 think it would bo a very 

us thing for a membor to be cross- 
examined as to whether he was beneficially 
interested in any matter before the Board 
by the other mombers. I should linve no 
objection to stato how far I was interosted 
in any question to His Excellency the 
Governor who should decide whethor that 
interest was benoficial or otherwise.” If 
such a Standing Order is not necessary in 
the Legislative Council it is certainly not 
neecssary in tho Sanitary Board and I 
think it should be left to the honour of 
each member.
